1 . Applicant's amendment /arguments filed December 27, 2002 have been fully 
considered and as a result claims 1,3-21 are now allowed. 



Reasons for Allowance 

2. As pointed out by the applicant in the arguments filed December 27, 2002 (pages 
7, lines 1-30), the prior art of record, including Yamada and Wood, fail to teach or 
suggest a system for remotely accesing patient information and data previously 
acquired and electronically stored, and for remotely generating a volume data rendring 
comprising: 

User interface means provided at the receiving station for enabling a user to 
specify at least one patient volume data set previously acquired and stored in the 
transmitting station, and to specify at least one request for volume data rendering 
comprising specifying at least one request for volume data rendering comprising 
specifying volume data rendering method and rendering parameters to be 
applied on the volume data set; and an image processor at the transmitting 
station interactively controllable at the receiving station to generate a partial or 
complete volume data rendering result in real time by processing the volume 
data set using the volume data rendering method and rendering parameters 
specified by the user; as recited in the independent apparatus claim 1 , and 
corresponding method claim 20, and in combination with the other elements of 
the claims. 
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3. Claims 1, 3-21 are allowed.
